Says the Health Department Failed to At- 
tend to a Call. 

Dr. M. C. Moran, No. 231 Milwaukee ave- 
nue, Says the officials of the Health Depart- 
ment, by refusing to respond to a call for 
aid in a contagious disease case; have ren- 
dered possible in a thickly-populated por- 
tion of the Northwest Side an epidemic of 
malignant diphtheria. 

Dr. Moran was called yesterday afternoon 
to attend Katie and Mamie Bernplau, sis- 
ters, 16 and 20 years old, respectively. They 
live with a married sister in a basement flat 
at No. 198 West Erie street. Both young 
women were ill with diphtheria of a malig- 
nant type. Katie was in the eighth day of 
her illness and her condition was dangerous. 
Dr. Moran recommended that she be taken 
to the County Hospital. He made a report 
of the case to Capt. Larsen of the West Chi- 
cago Avenue Police Station. Capt. Larsen 
called up the Héalth Department and re- 
quested that an ambulance be sent. 

The health official who answered the tele- 
phone said they could not handle such a case 
uriless it was reported in detail by a physi- 
cian. When told the reportdn writing made 
by Dr. Moran was in Capt. Iharsen’s hands 
it is said the official said the case was one 
for the County Hospital to look after and 
did not send the contagious diseases ambu- 
lance or any one to disinfect the basement 
where six other persons were living.

TO HELP THEM WHILE FIGHTING FIRE 


A New Respirator Added to New York 
Firemen’s Equipment. 

New York Journal: An invention has just 
been approved by the fire department which 
will enable the firemen to work in the dens- 
est smoke without being smothered. 

After trying many kinds of asbestos suits, 
rubber suits with cells containing water, 
and other inventions, the fire department has 
decided that the only practicable protection 
for firemen would be something in the form 
of a respirator. 

The respirator which has just been ap- 
proved consists of a reservoir strapped on 
the fireman’s back, which is to filter and 
purify the air conveyed to his mouth by a 
hose. The filtration is accomplished in 
three parpliel tubes which constitute the 
reservoir. ' The tubes are about eight inches 
long and three inches in diameter. The 
two outer tubes are charged with layers 
of bone coal and cotton, the smoky air go- 
ing through them being cleansed of its 
smoke and passing into the middle tubes 
to be cooled. This cooling is effected by 
glycerine, which also further purifies the 
air and absorbs all chemical poison. 

From the glycerine tube the air passes up 
the hose into the valve box and thence to 
the mouth through a rubber mouthpiece. 
When the air is inhaled it passes from the 
hose into the mouth. All air exhaled simply 
goes out through an opening in the mouth- 
piece. Thus the fireman need never remove 
his mouth from the mouthpiece. 

In other respirators each exhalation is 
accomplished by taking .the mouthpiece 
away, expelling the air from the lungs, and 
replacing it for the next inhalation.. There 
is danger in this method of the fireman 
making a mistake and filling his lungs with 
smoke. The simple process of drawing in 
the breath sucks the smoky air up through 
the purifying tubes, up the hose, and 
through the mouthpiece into the lungs. 

The eyes of the fireman are protected by 
a heavy pair of closed spectacles, which rig- 
idly exclude the smoke. A spring clip placed 
on the nose closes the nostrils and prevents 
the accidental inhalation of smoke. 

When thus equipped a fireman can work

every general convention more work 
pressed upon it. Since 1830 the church has 
multiplied about fifteen fold. In that time 
the population of the United States has in- 
creased about five fold. Now the church has 
a clergy list of 2,529, it has 6,000 parishes 
and missions, the number increused last 
year. This growth of course makes it need- 
ful to take in hand new plans every 
three years. Three years ago a num- 
ber of missionary Bishops were appointed. 
At this convention, divisions of the dioceses 
will have to be disc and acted upon. 
Minnesota and California at least are ex- 
pected to each ask for division. The growth 
of the church in Minnesota has been so great 
that the demand for a new division is almust 
unanimous. The proposition is to divide the 
State from east to west a little below the 
central portion. Division committees are 
already at work, as there is believed to be no 
dotbt about the action of the convention. It 
will be necessary to secure an endowment 
fund, and J. Hill, the ypu railroad 
President, has subscribed $5,000 as a starter 
on it. 

The convention is a body of great dignity. 
Dr. Dix never for an instant loses sight of 
law and order. Many of its members are 
adepts in parliamentary arts, and the House 
of Deputies is open to the public. The 
Bishops form one house and sit alone. The 
Deputies are considered the Lower House and 
sit alone. This house has both clerical and 
lay delegates from every diocese, There are 
eighty-four clergy four laymen, who 
bave b-en chosen by the cuuncils they repre- 
sent. There is a council representing the 
diocese held every year and at the meeting of 
the council preceding the general convention 
deputies are chosen. It is open to any mem- 
ber of the convention to call for a vote by 
orders; that is, he may ask to have the clergy 
vote separately, and the laymen in like 
manner, : 

A law to pass must have a majority of both 
orders—of dioceses and of the House of 
Bishops. Thus a change can never come 
suddenly. Siow, leisurely movement and 
considerate action is intended in ali cases. 

One subject which will come before the 
convention, and which is expected to excite 
much interest, is the revision of the constitu- 
tion and canons of the church, A committee 
has long been at work on this subject, and its 
report is now in the hands of all the members 
of the convention and others, That commit- 
tee is remarkabie for the brilliancy and 
strength of the Bishops*who are upon it, but 
not so remarkable, it is said, for the 
ability of its other members, They were ap- 
pointed by the general convention, but such 
a paper as the Church Standard, of whieh the 
Rev. John Fulton, D. D., is editor, himself 
considered one of the best authorities on the 
canon law of the church, has called attention 
to this. There is in some quarters an —* 
ent desire to see this report laid aside, It is 
said it enlarges the power of the Bishops in 
several ways and on several accounts is not 
desirable. What will be done with it no one 
can prophecy, That it will lead to serious, 
iong, and able debate is certain.

Among those who have Been in Minneap- 
olis recently looking out for the interests of 
the convention are Rev. Dr. Hart, Secre- 
tary of the House of Bishops, and the Rev. 
Dr. Hutchins, Secretary of the House of 
Deputies. One of the duties devolving on 
Dr. Hart was to find a secure place for keep. 
ing during the sessions of the convention 
the great gold alms basin, . which be- 
longs to House of Bishops and 
which is always brought out when they 

‘assemble, It is a beautiful piece of silver- 
ware and has a history ofitsown. In 1851 
the great missionary society of the Church of 
England celebrated its 150th anniversary, its 
third jubilee, in ~Westminster Abbey. It 
was the year of the firet Crystal Palace and 
many Americans were in nd during 
that year. The society, which is Krown as 
the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel 
in Foreign Parts, had sent missionaries to 
America before the Revolutionary War, 
and the Bishops of the United States 
were invited to send representatives of their 
number to be the guests of the society on the 
occasion of this jubilee and to tell what had 
resulted from the seeds sown in the early 
days. The Bishop of Michigan, the Bishop of 
Western New York, and the Rev. Dr. Wain- 
wright were chosen, aud they brought back 
with them the alms basin which will be put 
on exhibition here, It was the gift of the En- 
giish Bishops to the American Bishops and 
when desired can besertfor bya Bishop- 
elect to be used at his consecration service. 
It is of solid gold, with the adoration of the 
magi in raised work in the center of the bowl. 

As the convention of 1895 is to be the first 
ever held in Minnesota it is not only church- 
men here who are interested in ita success, 
but men of every class who care for the honor 
of the State and the good of the Common- 
weaith. No doubt the churches not allied to

THE WORLD GROWS BETTER WITH TIME 


Growth in Church Membership Optimistie- 
ally Viewed. 

Albany Evening Journal: The Interior 
Department recently issued a digest of the 
church census returns of 1890, which should 
be highly enceuraging, especially to persons 
who have been impressed with the conten- 
tion that the world was becoming material- 
istic, skeptical, and getting away from the 
moorings of Christianity. This claim has 
been made in all generations. A hundred 
years ago it seemed as though the wave 
of materialism would grow in an alarming 
manner, Latér there was a development 
of the anti-Sabbath, anti-Bible, and anti- 
temperance elements. Previous to this 
even a worse condition of affairs prevailed. 
The Rev. Richard. Watson in discussing 
religious affairs in England Says: “‘In a 
great many instances the clergy were neg- 
ligent and immoral; often grossly so. The 
populace of the large towns was ignorant 
and profligate, and tke inhabitants of the 
Viliages added to ignorance and profligacy 

rutish and barbarous manners. A more 
Striking sanstance of the»rapid deterioration 
of religi-us light and influence in a country 
searcely occurs than in our own, from the 
Restoratron to the rise of Methodism.” 

In our own country there was not much 
difference of custom. “It is easy to praise 
the fathers of New England,” says Theodore 
Parker; “easier to praise them for virtues 
they did not possess than to discriminate and 
fairly judge these remarkable men.” An- 
other writer is,more specific. “‘ Licentious- 
ness,” he says, “for some years greatly 
prevailed among the youth. The Sabbath 
was extensively profaned and the decorum of 
the sanctuary not infrequently disturbed.” 
Bishop Meade discussing the state of the Vir- 
ginia colony said: “ The Lord’s day was 
generously profaned; religion was despised 
and all notorious vices committed. . . ° 
The clergy were remarkable for their laxity 
of morals and scandalous behavior.” In 
1779 the Presbyterian Church in its synod 
deplored the spread of “ gross immorali- 
ties” and the “ prevalence of vice and im- 
morality that obtain throughout the land.” 
F'rofanity abounded and was fiot regarded as 
ungentiemanly. To get drunk did not injure

A troop of cavalry clattered outof Fort 


Leavenworth at top speed this afternoon into 
the woods on “Sheridan’s drive.”’ As they 
dashed through the trees, above the thud of 
the’ horses’ hoofs and the clanking of the 
gabers there arose a shout of alarm, swelling 
‘toa roar, from several hundred throats. 

There was a wild rush for the brush; a con- 
fusion of legs and coatless bodies among the 
trees, rapidly disappearing, and a prize-fight 
was over before it was begup. ~ 

George Stout,a middleweight of Omiuaha, 
‘bad.won distinction for his prowess, and was 
to try conclusions with Mike Cassano. Cas- 
sano is a soldier of the Sixth Infantry, and 
both had been in training for the bout and 
incidentally a purse of $200, for six weeks.

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GOLD FINDER A MYTH. 


DOWNER’S GROVi’sS DIVINING BOT- 
TLE FAILS IN ITS WORK.

Messrs, Kearney and Hoover, Who Say | 


They Possess a Marvelous Secret Com- 
pound Which Will Locate Gold, Make 
a Public Test and Fail to Do What 
They Declared They Could=Mysterious 
Reasons Are Given for the Failure of 
the Queer Little Bottle to Come to Time, 


The would-be Midases of Downer’s Grove, 
P. J. Kearney and F. H. Hoover, used their 
“ gold-Ander’’ yesterday and with varying 
succesa, Some skeptical bystanders also took 
a hand. Their efforts made the whole matter 
a roaring farce. Kearney is the man who 
claims to possess a wonderful mixture in a 
closely-corked bottle which he alleges is an 
infallibie index to the whereabouts of any 
gold deposit. 

It prefers, he says, to point to gold, it may be 
influenced by silver; but it draws theline ata 
Waterbury watch. Kearney said the strain 
on his nervous vitali y was too great. When 
near the gold the attraction was so great that, 
like an ostrich, he felt an aimost irresistible 
desire to bury his head in thesand. The prin- 
cipal test was made on J. B. Hauling’s fot. 
Here an irreguiar trench betrayed a previous 
wiid goose cha<e. : 

The “gold finding"? began at Carpenter's 
drug store. Mr. Kearney successfully located 
the cash drawer, and later $20 in a man’s 
hand, visible to nearly all the spectators. 
These tests took place opposite the Farmers’ 
and Merchants’ Bank, a fact which caused the 
bottle to occasionally “gravitate,” as Mr. 
Kearney called it, toward the greater depos- 
its of precious metal acroas the road. 

Bottle Makes a Scene. 

A move was then made to J. B. Huling’s 
house and lot, Maple avenue and Washington 
street. Somewhere on this property Huling 
had concealed $250 in goid, Prof. Kearney’s 
mission was to find 1t with the wonder-work- 
ing bottle, bequeathed him by the departed 
‘* Jim McGroot.”” Half theinhabitants at- 
tended the seance, and as the interest waned 
injected merri.nent into the proceedings. 

**Miaas’’ Kearney taok a proffered chair 
and prefaced his operations with a disjointed 
anc, at times, incoherent harangue. Pro- 
ducing his bottle, he suspended it a few 
inches from the ground, holding the string 
with both hands and resting his elbows on 
his Knees. The string vibrated and the bottle 
began to move. It swung siowly towards the 
southwest. The direction waa, marked and 
the gold finder tried another “‘draw.’’ The 
machine of mystery swung this time towards 
the northeast. The angle of intersection was 
noted. The trial grew hot and the fun began. 

The millionaire maker told his audience 
that directly the plammet-like bottle ceased 
to swing in any specific direction and tooka 
circular course, then the ‘“gravitation”’ de- 
nofed the location of the treasure to be di- 
rectly beneath the bottle. Like the spiritual- 
istshe required favorable conditions and in- 
dorsed the objections of the bystanders to 
the proximity of the two red-headed men. 
The auburn-hued couple blushed to the roots 
of their hair and took back seats. The pro- 
fessorsaid thatthe presence of “three of a 
ns yp ay kind’’ would at once locate the 
goid, 

Then the bottle became erratic. Kearney 
thought the aggregate wealth of the reporters 
who crowded round him exceeded in value 
the hidden wealth and caused the bettle’s 
course ta be deflected. It was so near pay- 
day that his fears were without foundation. 

At last he worked toa hole with a broken 
stake therein immediately in the rear of Hul- 
ing’s house. W.S. Alden was then selectad 
to hold the bottle. It resolutely refused te 
move. The crowd got impatient. 


Turns Into a Farce. 


‘**Got a bite yet, Wek?’ asked a nearby dis- 
ciple of Izaak Walton, The gold fisher 
looked sheepish and the crowd roared. The 
flies on settling the bottle seemed to impair its 
utilisy. Erratic wasa mild name for its career. 
Kearney attributed his bottle’s uncuuth be- 
havior to the fact that Huling had madea 
hole at this spot intending to bury the $250. 
The existence of such an intention in the air 
was sufficient to affect his divining bottle. 
Then a doubting reporter tooka hand. By 
slowly and skillfully manipulating the string 
he made the bottleswingin every direction. 
It boxed the compasses better than a man-of- 
warsman can. 

North and south, crisscross, round, and oval 
courses took the botile. The will power was 
perfect, and the gold finder was tickled to 
death. He opined that the nperator knew the 
whole **mobus opurenda.”’ This the bottle 
t older modestly disclaimed, but the professor 
was too lazy todig under where the bottle 
holder’s will power (and fingers) had made 
the ** gold finder” circle round. 

Ald. Wetten, who blushingly denied any re- 
lationship to England’s Queen, and Mayor 
arpenter then asked Kearney to described 
his bottle of mystery. He began with the 
story in Tue Trreune Friday, and then lost 
himself in a maze of words. It depended on 


.the center of * gravitation ’’ and cn his vital- 


ity. A ‘basis of concession ’’ was required, 
and this was wanting. 

Inquity was made of the professor as to the 
symptoms present in the bottie-holder when 
the coin was close athand. They took the 
form, he said, of a supreme sense of attrac- 
tion. The holder telt irresistibly drawn to 
the concealed coin, a desire to possess it 
supervened and supereeded all other senses. 

** Would not this machine be dangerous to 
a degree in the hands of a bank cashier when 
cash was heavy and Canada handy?’ asked a 
bystander. 

Big Words Come Handy. 


‘** The psychic significance of those prognos- 
ticated addenda are indications and exempli- 
fications which Iam not at present prepared 
to resolve,’’ responded the gold finder with- 
out a moment’s hesitation. : 

The farce dragged on. In the hands of the 
owner or his friend Hoover the machine de- 
scribed staid movements. When unbelievers 
got hold of it it cut loose and played bigh 
Jinks with the professor’s every proposition. 
Even the ** obviaton of the gravitation,” as 
he called it, failed. 


There Were Believers in the Crowd. 


John M. Wells, the Village Cierk and Col- 
lector of Downer's Greve, said: 

I buried $150 in gold and silver, mostly 
gold, and a gold watch in a cigar box in Gal- 
lup’s store in this village. I hid it under the 
counter amoog many boxes and bags. I 
locked Kearney up in my office next door 
while Lhid it, P.C, Gallup was with me. 
None of Kearney’s friends saw me hide the 
money. He was admitted when it was hid- 
den and made three or four caste, He found 
the money in three mivutes. There are more 
things in this world than are dreamt of in our 
philosophy. I think there may be something 
in this.” 

Ald. James Chilvers of Downer's Grove 
also had faithin the finder. He said: “I 
hid $250 in gold in the basement of my new 
store in Main street and Kearney found it 
speedily.”’ ° 

Six o’clock came and out of consideration 
to the Chicago visiters * Goldfinder”’ Kear. 
ney gave ap the chase. Huling then pro- 
duced the gold from ovehind a steam-pipe in 
his basin. Then Kearney had a thousand and 
one reasovs to adduce why. his machine 
failed to find it and how near he actually 
came. He refused fabulous offers for a por- 
tion of the bottie’s contents and went away to 
form joint stock companies ‘to win al! the 
wealth of the Indies with his wonder- working 
bottle and string. 


READY TO TALK TWO HOURS OR WEEKS. 


Long-Winded Debates Threatened by the 
_, Mival Messiahs at Pittsburg. 
Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 11.—{Special.]—A war 
has broken out between rival Messiahs. 
Dr. Cyrus R. Teed of Chicago, the renowned. 
Koresh, and C. T. Russell, leader of the 
Russellites of Allegheny City, cannot agree, 
and the charges and countercharges that are 
made range all the way from points on relig- 
ion and science to accusations of indecent 
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Bay, in Alaska, are attracting a good deal of 
attention. They are about four miles up the 
beach from the bay, and are said to contain 
as much pay ground as any on the beach. 
The prospector who is working them says 
that there is plenty of territory along the 
beach that has not been prospected at all, 
and, as far as he knows, there is no reason 
why just as good ground cannot be discov- 
ered as any that is worked gt present. 

Several interesting theories are advanced 
te account for the presence of gold on this 
beach. A writer in the Alaska Mining Rec- 
ord says the first theory, that had many 
advocates at the time of the discovery of the 
diggings, was that the sands out in the bed 
of the ocean contained the gold and the con- 
stant rolling motion of the water carried the 
“gold to the beach. Another theory was ad- 
vanced by a man who is at present on the 
‘coast of Oregon testing machipes of his own 
invention for separating gold from black 
sand. He stated that all sea water contained 
gold in solution, and that the gold, coming 
in contact with mineral or minerals which act 
as a precipitate, is turned into a solid state 
and settles in the sand. The minerals hav- 
ing this effect upon the gold solution may 
exist only at certain places along the beach, 
and this would explain why gold is not found 
at all points along the coast. The most re- 
cent opinion advanced in regard to the 
Lituya Bay diggings is that the gold was 
carried to the beach by glaciers'‘which once 
extended to the seacoast, but, owing to the 
action of a milder climate, have receded to 
the mountains. The richest sand is found 
at the mouth of: the old glacial channels, 
which cut entirely through the coast ranyxe 
of mountains and back into the interior 
ranges” Ruby sand, identical in every way 
with that mined on the beach, is found in 
the glacial deposits and even on the ice far 
from either of the side walls, and entirely 
back of what is known as the coast range. 
All the sand carries gold and can be traced 
in a direct line to the beach, and must, there- 
fcre, be the source of the mines now, worked, 
Nobody has penetrated far enough into the 
mountains to find the:true source of this 
sand, as the journey is long, and almost in- 
surmountable barriers stand in the way. 

The greatest drawback to this country is 
the difficulty of access. In the violent 
storms which at times prevail on this coast 
no vessel could enter the harbor, and if a ves- 
sel should happen to reach the entrance of 
the bay a short time after the favorable 
stage of the tide it must lie outside for ten 
or eleven hours. ‘This is dangerous, as the 
shore is rocky, and the crew of a vessel 
wrecked there would have little chance of 
saving even their lives. 


SPLIT OVER STATE CONVENTION CALL. 


Kansas Republicans Divided Over the Ad- 
visability of Holding One. 


Topeka, Kas., Aug. 11.—|Special.}|—The 
Republican State Central committee will 
meet in this city Tuesday to determine wheth- 
er or not a State convention should be called 
to place in nomination a candidate for Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court. There being 
no opposition to the nomination of David J. 
Martin, many members of the committee do 
not think it necessary to call a convention, 
The advocates of free coinage of silver and 
the anti-administration men favor a conven- 
tion. The indications are that the anti-con- 
vention forces will be in the majority and that 
no convention will be called. the committee 
nominating Martin by petition. Gov. Morrill 
and all of the officeho'ders, many of whom 
are members of the committee, are opposed 
to a cop vention, fearing it will breed dissatis- 
faction and diseord in the party. 

Cincinnati, O., Aug. 11.—Many county con- 
ventions were held throughout the State yes- 
terday to select delegates to the Democratic 
State convention which meets at Springfield 
Tuesday, Aug. 20. The business-men selected 
sound money delegates in Marion, Prebie, 
Hancock, and Allen Counties. The free silver 
men carried Washington, Lorain, and Greene 
Counties. The sound money men have two 
of the delegates from Greene County and the 
free silver*men two from Preble County. 
Walter B. Richie of Lima, the manager for 
Brice, denies that the Senator was defeated 
in his home of Allen County. The Allen 
County convention reaffirmed the piatform 
of 1892 and selected Brice delegates. 

Ottumwa, Ia., Aug. 11.—The Representa- 
tive convention at Rolfe, Ia., has been dead- 
locked two weeks And has adjourned till Aug. 


17. The district consists of two counties,’ 


each with an equal number of votes and a 
candidate. Five thousand three hundred bal- 
lots were taken. 


GREWSOME RELIC OF BRITISH WAR. 


Skeleton, Hessian Boots, and Saber Found in 
Lake Sinnipink. 

New York, Aug. 11.—[{Special.]—There was 
a singular discovery made on Sinnipink 
Lake, not far from West Point, today. As- 
semblyman Louis F. Goodsell and John Eaxg- 
gart of Newburg, Ebenezer Likely, Joe Mil- 
ler, and George Flood were on the lake fish- 
ing for black bass. Mr. Likely’s hook be- 
came fastened in some object on the bottom 
of the lake and he could not get it loose. 
With his friends’ help he succeeded in pull- 
ing the skeleton of a man to the surface. 
When it came in contact with the air it went 
to pieces. 

The bones were gathered up and placed in 
a corner of the boat. The bottom was 
dragged and a pair of big Hessian cavalry 
boots were brought up from their century 
resting place.

RANCHES IN DANGER IN WASHINGTON.

Olympia, Wash., Aug. 11.—In the burned 
district near Summit, west of here, much 
timber has been laid waste. In the logging 
camps of Mason County men are still guard- 
ing against flying embers, while others are 
rebuilding burned-out camps. 

The big fire started twelve miles from here, 
where the flames had gull play and are rag- 
ing all the way to Elma over a large territo- 
ry on both sides ef the road. Several ranches 
are in danger and the occupants are using 
every means'‘for protection from the flames. 
In most cases they are fighting fire, and many 
of them have buried all their valuables, 
clothing, etc., to save them in case they are 
obliged to flee. 

Several shingle mills are in imminent dan- 
ger, the only hope of salvation being that the 
wind will not spring up before rain sets in. 
Residents of Summit, a small settlement sup- 
ported by the shingle industry, had a most 
exciting experience. They say the flames 
came on them with the speed of a racehorse. 
Men were forced into the mill to escape the 
fierce heat. One man, trying to save his 
household effects, staid by the fire when 
others had sought shelter, but finally he 
started to retreat, but fell between the house 
and the mill, and several men rushed out 
and dragged him inside.

POLICE INTERFERE WITH ADVO- 
OATES OF THE WHITE METAL 


Street Corner Harangue Raises a Crowd in 
Washington and the Meeting Is Called 
and Listeners Ordered to Move On=— 
President Cleveland’s Love for Chil- 
dren Prompts Him to Issue a Commgnd 
to Permit the Burial of a Dead Little 
One in Arlington Cemetery 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—[Special.J— 
Free silver was talked about last evening at 
the corner of Seventh street and Pennsy!l- 
vania avenue by some of the advocates of 
the new financial school, How long the 
open air congress would have lasted or what 
words of advice might have been uttered are 
questions that cannot be answered on ac- 
count of the interference of the police. 

The meeting had been advertised to take 
place at a quarter to 8, but it was an hour 
later before the advocates of free silver put 
in their appearance. At the head of the de- 
tachment were Maj. Flood, who frequents 
the Naticnal Hotel; Col. Ellison, editor of a 
local weekly paper; Mr. Baldwin, and Oliver 
P. Jackson, a Justice of the Peace. When 
Maj. Flood ascended the steps of the drink- 
ing fountain and commenced his harangue 
several passers-by stopped to see what the 
fun was and this increased the crowd to 
about a score. The Major said the object of 
the meeting was to have an Investigation 
into the whole question of gold and silver 
currency and for that purpose he invited all 
those present to give their views on this 
question. 

At this time a couple of policemen arrived 
on the scene and ordered all present to move 
on. Maj. Flood was indignant at this indi- 
rect method of shutting him up and told the 
people to stay. It was outrageous that 
peaceable citizens could not congregate in a 
public place and debate. No objection was 
made when the Salvation Army held its 
meetings, and the cases were similar. But 
the policemen were inexorable. The Major 
must show a written permit or he must move 
on. He had determined to be drrested so as 
to make a test case, but when he asked who 
would testify in the police court in his favor 
no volunteers were forthcoming, so he aban- 
doned his project of posing as a martyr and 
moved on,

It was his desire to have 
his child buried in Arlington Cemetery be- 
side his little boy, who a few years ago was 
run over and killed by a passing wagon 
Application was made at the War Depart- 
ment, but to the officer’s surprise and sor- 
row the application was refused, the rea- 
son assigned being that the official had 
“no intention of allowing Arlington to be 
filled up with babies.’’ 

This decision, however, was not taken as 
final by the retired officer. His plan of 
action was as quick as that of the War De- 
partment official, Without a word of ex- 
postulation he turned and left the room, 
eoing at once to the White House. Sending 
his card to the President with a request for 
an audience upon a matter of importance 
the officer was admitted to the President's 
private office and told his case as briefly as 
posible. The President was a most inter- 
ested listener as the bereaved officer told 
of the loss of his baby in quiet but tender 
terms. When he had finished the President 
stretched out his hand, took up a pad of offi- 
cial paper, and wrote a note which read: 

General ——.—Dear Sir: It is my wish as well 
as my command that Col. —— be allowed to bury 
his child at Arlington. Grover Cleveland, 

*“{ think you will have no further trouble 
in the matter,’’ remarked the President as 
he handed this note to his caller.

Washington is going to have more grano- 
lithic pavement put down this year than has 
been laid in any previous year. it has been 
decided that this is the pavement for Wash- 
ington in the future. 

These pavements will not be so wide as the. 
ones already laid. The Commissioners 
think if they are not made so wide they will 
not be so apt to sink and need constant re- 
pairing, and by not allowing them to go 
within three feet of the curbing tree space 
will be increased. Trees will have more 
moisture and a better chance to develop. 
It has been thought by the Commissioners 
that composition pavings should be kept 
away from the trees. As granolithic paving 
is gg down under contract by the square 
yard, owners of abutting property paying 
half the cost, the price can be diminished by 
narrowing the paving, and more owners 
will make application for the paving to be 


laid in front of their property. Grass will be | 


planted on the tree spaces in the future, and: 
there will be little paving between the trees, 
thus making an almost continuous tree 
space along the streets, Which will add to 
the beauty of the city. 

The Commissioners will order these pave- 
ments laid whenever they have the author- 
ity, and when it is found necessary to renew 
paving the granolithic will be substituted 
for the old brick paving. They expect to 
put down no less than 50,000 square yards 
this year, beginning from the Ist of, last 
month. In 1895 26,000 yards were laid; in 
1894, 6,645; in 1893, 8,751; and in 1892, 5,285.

ELECTION PROSPECTS IN NEW JERSEY. 


Republicans Hope to Succeed in Electing 
a Governor This Year. 

Cape May, N. J., Aug. %7.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.!|—New Jersey will elect in No. 
vember a Governor, seven State - Senators, 
which is one-third of its Senate, and a full 
House of Assembly of sixty members. The 
present Governor, George T. Werts, is a Dem- 
ocrat, who three years ago*had a majority 
over ex-Congressman John Kean Jr., Repub- 
lican, of 7,625. Four of the Senators whose 
terms expire ate Republicans and three are 
Democrats, leaving twelve hold-over Re- 
publican Senators and two Demo- 
crats, Last year the seven Senators 
whose terms expired were Democrats, and 
they were replaced by six Republicans and 
one Democrat. In the present Assembly, 
elected last year, there are only six Demo- 
crats, all the other fifty-four being Repub- 
licans, and taking the Republican majorities 
last fail for Congressmen, who are for the 
first time in the history of the State solidly 


Republican ticket was 48,478. 

But this great turn from almost as great 
a plurality the other way two years previous 
was due to the immense popularity of the 
candidates, the corruption of the State-House 
Democratic ring in New Jersey,and the general 
depression pf the country caused by the sitting 
of the Democratic Congress. The Republicans 
got more at the last election than their 
leaders expectdd, but the result was made al! 
the more uncerfain by a decision of the Su- 
preme Court which wiped out the Assembly 
districts in the counties and made each 
county elect on a general ticket all the mem- 
bers to which it was entitied. That took 
away the surety ot some of the districts. which 
from time immemorial had gone one way or 
the other and which gave politicians some 
basis for reckoning. 

The City of Newark is in Essex County and 
Jersey City in Hudson County, each of which 
has eleven members of the Assembly. For 
the first time in ten years they elected the 
full twenty-two members, all Republicans, 
and of course the remainder of the State 
acted in union. The result of the Leyisiature 
was the election of Gen. William J. Sewell to 
the United States Senate to succeed John R. 
McPherson, who had been eighteen years in 


that body. aS 

Because of the condition of affairs in the 
State the Republicans have great hopes of 
electing a Governor. last Republican 
Governor was Marcus L. Ward, Who gave up 
the office to Theodore F. Randolph, Demo- 
crat, in 1869, the latter afterward going to 
the Senate, and bemg su ed by Gen. Sew- 
ell in 1881. Since 1869 the nearest the Re- 
publicans came to electing a Governor was in 
1880, when George C. Ludlow defeated Fred- 
eric A. Potte, publican, by only 681 
votes. There are several Republican candi- 
dates. John Kean Jr., who was defeated 
three ears 0, wants the nominaton 
again: Frank Magowan, ex-Mayor of Tren- 
ton, who had a large followimg in the last con- 
vention, has his eye on-the prize, while ex- 
Senator John W. Griggs, a prominent cor- 
poration lawyer; Foster W. Voorhees,’ 2 
young leader in the State Senate; and ex- 
Congressman George Hires of the First Dis- 
trict are all candidates for the office. Gen. 
Sewell favors Kean or Griggs, it is said. 

South Jersey is united on ex-Congressman 
George Hires, butas they only have about 
one-quarter of the delegates, they do not 
count for much, except in case of a close vote 
on the other candidates.

IN A CHARNEL HOUSE. 


ALLEGED HOLMES MURDERS RECALL 
A TENNESSEE OASE. 


Men and Women Murdered in a House in 
the Mountains While Their Murderers 
Remained Unsuspected and Respected= 
James Allen Was the Murderer’s Name 
Experiences of Dr, Hickman, One of 
the Intended Victims, Told Again—How 
He Escaped. ’ 


Chattanooga, Tenn., Aug. 6.—[New York 
World]—It has been asserted that in the an- 
nals of modern crime nothing more atrocious 
or more diabolical is known than the whole- 
sale murders now being attributed to Holmes, 
but that there is nothing new under the sun 
in plots and fiendish crimes is conclusively 
proven by the authentic story of a charnel 
house in the East Tennessee mountains, where 
men and women were murdered _ for 
years and yeurs, and their bodies either 


burned ‘or buried, while their murderers 


walked not.only unsuspe2zted, but respected, 
through the land. 

I heard it around a campfire one summer 
night about three years ago while hunting in 
the Cumberland Mountains. 

As the morning «dawned I went with eager- 
ness, at the invitation of our guide, to see this 
charnel house, where human lives had been 
ruthlessly sacrificed to appease the greed for 
gold, 

With its windowless walls and severe style 
of architecture the hovel was dreary and un- 
nviting enough in itself, 

The house was a low, one-storied structure, 
originally erected as a smoke-house for the 
curing of country hams, but subsequently 
converted into a chamber of death. 

At the time of the murders there was situ- 
ated in front of it, but about 50 yards dis. 
tant, a commodious frame house built in the 
old Southern stylé of architecture, which se- 
cured roominess at the cost of coziness, but 
that dwelling had been destroyed by fire and 
oniy the blackened, tottering chimneys re- 
mained to mark the ante-bellum heme of the 
man who was probably guilty of more mur. 
dersthan any man that ever walked on Ten- 
nessee soil. 

James Allen was this man’s name. He 
settied in the neighborhood about 1840 and a 
few years after that began to run a road 
house for the accommodation of men travel- 
ing through the spareely settled country. It 
so happened that the house was located at a 
spot which maae it very convenient to travel- 
ers passing either north or south or east and 
west by the two big roads that crossed each 
other near that point. 

Allen’s family consisted of his wife and two 
grown daughters, who were considered in 
those days of primitive education to be very 
accomplished girls, and were certainly at- 
tractive enough in face and form. 

In 1849 and 1850 considerable excitement 
was created in the neighborhood by the dis- 
covery of oil, and speculators began to pour 
into the section from Knoxville and Nashville, 
hoping to find a gusher. 

5 Sy os 0 who struck a paying well was 
one Dr. Hickman of Nashville, and the prod- 
uct of his well, hauled forty miles over the 
mountains to McMinnville and thence by rail 
to Nashville, began to make him rich. 

Every six months he made atrip to the 
capital of the State to receive payment for 
his shipments, the amount sometimes ap- 
proiching $10,000. 

On each of these trips he made it conven- 
ient to stop, going and coming, at the Allen 
house, and as early as the second trip Hick- 
man had fallen very much in love with one 


» of Allen’s fair daughters, and in a spirit of 


confidence he told the family what a rich 

thing be was making out of his oil fields and 

how he expected to come back from Nashville 
on the next trip loaded down with gold, 

When the too confiding gentleman stopped 
at the house about six months afcerward on 
his third trip to Nashville he was literally-re- 
ceived with open arma. 

The young ladies were most attentive and 
almost affectionate, and the visitor was flat- 
tered beyond measure, When he drove away 
he promised with the greatest pleasure to stop 
with the family for several days on his re- 
turn. 

But the settlement of his business affairs in 
Nashville detained him for more than a week 
longer than expected, and the Allens were not 
expecting him when he arrived at the road 
house late one night. 

After partaking of a cold lunch he was in- 
formed by the host that the house was 
crowded, and that it was now too late to make 
a place for him except in the stone house, 
which had been fitted up specially for the ac. 
commodation of travelers in just such emer- 
gencies. 

Seeing no other alternative Hickman con- 

‘sented, and the host led the way witha Jlan- 
tern. The door was fastened by a padlock 
and clasp, which Allen unlocked, telling his 
companion that he would finda comfortable 
bed within, threw the door open, and directed 
him ,to enter, 

As soon as Hickman stepped inside the 
landlord pulled the door shut and quickly 
locked it. Seized with an awful fear of some. 
thing he knew not what Hickman sprang to 
the door and yelled loudly to the landlord. 

The heavy walis of the room merely echoed 
hig cries in a mocking confusion.of sounds, 
and all was dead silence without. 

More and more erazed with fright the 1m- 
prisoned man pounded on the rough door with 
his fists until the blood came. 

As time passed he grew quieter and began 
to think of some way to escape. Fortunately 
he had a box of matches, and he cautiously 
struck one of these, By its feeble light he 
made some startling discoveries. He saw 
that the strong walls of his prison were witb- 
out windows, and the only opening to the 
place was the door through which he had en- 
tered, now closed and securely fastened. 

Not satisfied, however, Hickman struck 
another match ana began to walk around the 
room close to the wali, and this finally 
brought him up against a bed in the corner. 
As be held the sputtering match above him 
the flickering rays reveaied a sight that liter- 
aliy froze the blood in his veins. 

Lying in — of clotted blood, their arms 
around each other, were the forms of a man 
and woman. By the light of another match 
Hickman discovered several small holes, or 
openings, in the walls of the rdom‘just above 
the bed and on a dead line with the sleepers. 
He later saw that these holes ran ail arvund 
the room at regular intervals, and at once 
divined the purpose for which they were used. 

Though appalled at the situation Hickman 
resolved to escape the death’ for which he 
seemed doomed if he could by any possibile 
ingenuity or bravery. . 

Feeling that nothing more could be gained 
by an investigation of the apartment he sat 
down ina corner to quietly await develop. 
ments. Shortly after midnight he saw 
through the little portholes on the other side 
of the room the reflections from the rays of a 
lantern, and this warned him that his would- 


be murderers were approaching. The next 


instant the muzzle ofa gun was cautiously 
slipped through one of the little holes and the 
thunderous discharge that followed almost 
deafened him, ‘ 

Another and another followed, each fired 
from a different point until every portion of 
the apartment was swept with the leaden hail, 
But the prisoner was on the alert, and by ly- 
ing flat on his back close up in the fireplace 
remained uninjured. 

He uttered no cry orsound throughout the 
firing. but immediately after it stopped 
crawied noiseleasly to the door, 
that the fiends on the outside would enter as 
soon as they thought their dirty work com-

WERE INVENTIONS OF ANTIQUITY. 


Most of the Implements Used Today Ex- 
isted Centuries Ago. 

St. Louis Republic: “* There is nothing new 
under the sun”’ is an axiom that is as true to- 
day as it was when uttered by King Solomon 
a thoueand years before the birth of Christ. 
The above remark is suggested by reading 
catalogues of the British Museum and our 
own Smithsonian Institution, from which we 
learn that many, if not all, supposed modern 
inventions were thought out and applied 
centuries and scores of centuriés ago. 
Examples are so numerous that we hardly 
know which to select for our first illustra- 
tion. Hat pins with glass heads, lead pipes 
and burned clay tiles for conveying water, 
stamps for making pottery ware, safety pins 
with a little coiled spring at one end anda 
catch at the other were as well known in the 
Pompeii of 2,000 years ago as they are in the 
St. Louis or Chicago of 1895. zors with 
modern handles, telescopes. fish hooks exact- 
ly like those of today, with their barbed 
points and flattened or loop-end shanks, were 
known and in general use in the Babyion of 
1,500 years B,. U. Thimbles, which are usual- 
ly referred to as inventionsof the middle 
ages, when they were called *thumb-bells,”’ 
have been found in prehistoric mounds and 
graves of the bronze age. Not something 
that resembles thimbles, but real bronze 
articles of that character containing the cus- 
tomary indentations so nicely done that it ap- 
pears to be the work of machinery. 

In the Smithsonian collection are a variety 
of combs, hair pins, tweezers, strainers, door 
hinges, locks, and kitchen utensils that are 
known to date back over twenty centuries. 
Lamps exactly like those used in colonial 
times were in use in Egypt 4,000 years ago, 
and knives, hatchets, sickles, scythes, etc., 
were made then in exact resemblance to those 
used today. Bronze beads, awis, bodkins, 
needles, etc., were made and. used by the men 
and women of the Bronze Age, which probably 
began 5,000 years ago. * nickel-in-the- 
slot’ machine was used in ancient Egypt, the 
telephone in China a thousand years ago, and 
the magnetic telegraph in England and France 
nearly 300 years ago.

A Crade and Unworkable Scheme of Bi-. 


metallism. 


Jacksonville. Lil, Aug. 4—{Editor of The 
Tribune. }--Your editorial of first instant on 
Scientific Bimetallism " is certainly worthy of 
the consideration of those who desire the solu- 
tion of the question upon a plan which will not 
be destructive of values and-will not involve a 
breach of faith as to outstanding contracts. The 
free coinage of silver at its bullion value ona 
par with gold and the issuance of éertificates 
against the bars of silver, such certificates being 
redeemable ‘at their face in goid or an equiva- 
lent in gold value of silver, would be a practical 
way of reliev the tension or demand upon 
old and so obviate the danger to our currency 
om a threatened corner on gold a conse- 
nent rise in value of the dollar from a slump to 
per cent monometailism It would 
seem to be a _. sufficient act of 
justice to thus guard against the 
future rise (fall to 50 cents} in value of the dol- 
lar, without attempting to adjust the ineq uali- 
ties which may now exist from the slow and 
gradual appreciation ofthe gold dollar during 
the last twenty years.

The only pos 
sible form of government that can abide the 
awakening of mankind is the republic, but 
the ideal republic that recognizes no man as 
master, whose citizens recognize but one 
Lord and that the Messiah King, to whom 
every eubject is bound by personal and grate- 
ful homage and with whom he is bound with 
personal and vital connection, who turns to 
his fellow-citizen and says not ‘rule thou 
over me,’ but ‘rule thou for me. Give thy 
time ani talent tathe work of government 
and I will give thee honor and wages in com- 
pensation, but in governing do thou repre- 
sent those principies which are dear to me as 
the servant of the King.’ And just in propor- 
tion as the people of a republic become in- 
fused with this principle of personal allegi- 
ance to the Messiah King and demand the 
em bodiment of these principles in legislature 
= government, in that proportion does it 

me stable and binding. 

“This is the hope of the world today. 
Every other hope or cherished scheme for the 
advancement of:..mankind sbal! fail, but in 
the midst of confusion, amid the riot of con- 
flicting issues, when the foundation of society 
and government are rocking, the eye of every 
Christian may be lifted to him who is the 
priest-king. Here, then, is the test of every 
man’s Christianity. Itis notin his alliance 
to this creed, or to that church, but in his 
loyalty to the King. That man is a Christian 
who in ioyal homage can bdw his heart be- 
fore the Lord Jesus Christ and can say in lov- 
ing adoration ‘My King.’ Here is the path 
of duty marked out for the Christian citizen. 
Not with carnal weapons does he fight as he 
would fight for an earthly King, but by seek- 
ing to direct those moral forces which the 
love of his country has placed in his hands, 
to demand righteousess in high places, and to 
cast down thuse who betray the high trust 
committed to them by their feilows.’ 


CHURCH AND THE AGE. 


HE Rev. H. J. Vosburgh of the Normal 
Park Baptist Church, Stewart avenue 
and Seventieth street, preached yester- 
day morning upoa “ The Church and 

the Age,”’ and said in part: 

‘* It is the duty and privilege of the church 
to adjust forms of activity and statements of 
truth in view of contemporaneous life, cul- 
ture, and activity. Christianity, on the one 
hand, insists with the mos* unyielding em- 
phasis upon the eternally essential and uni- 
versal elements of morality and religion. On 
the other hand it allows the widest liberty in 
regard to methods of work and worship. The 
methods that would sycceed in one genera- 
tion are futile in another. The church is to 
seek the guidance of the spirit of God in as- 
certaining the most available means of pro- 
claiming the gospel iu succeeding ages and in 
varying conditions. 

**Sunday-schools, young people’s socie- 
ties, missionary organizations, as now con- 
ducted, were not instituted by the Apostles, 
but were the outcome of the quickened ¢con- 
science and enlightened understanding of the 
church. We should remember that history is 
a revelation of God’s will as truly as 
Bible, and that, therefore, ‘the signs of the 
times’ should be interpreted with the same 
diligence and reverence as the words of 
scripture: ‘New occasions teach new du- 


ties. 

** Christianity should form no permanent 
alliance with any system of theology, school 
of thought, or theory of politics. henever 
this has been done, it was the case with the 
divine right of kings, the Ptolmaic theory of 
the universe or the extreme Calvanistic sys- 
tem of theology; her power to bless the world 
has been largely restricted. But because 
such alliances-are not necessary and are, in- 
deed, contrary'to the spirit of Christianity, 
the religion of Christ has been a cease- 
less inspiration to the race, and con- 
tains within itself potency of limit. 
less progress. It is not implied 
that we should hastily embrace every new 
theory. Frequently like Jeremiah we must 
cry aloud: * Thus saith the Lord, stand ye 
in the ways and see, and ask for the old paths 
where in the te way, and walk therein.’ 
The Protestant Reformation was chiefly a re- 
turn to ‘old paths’; so was the§ Wesleyan 
movement of the eighteenth century and the 
revival of missionary enthusiasm through the 
efforts of William Carey. A fatuous accept- 
ance of all thatis new is as destructive of 
true progress as the indolent retention of all 
that is old. We-need simply to discriminate 
sharply between the essential and the non- 
essential, the eternal and the variable. In the 
old realm we must be ‘obedient children’; 
in the other we may and should claim the 
oy of those who have been freed from 
aw.

‘STRANGE WHEELS OF “ YE OLDEN TIME,” 


Writer in Lippincott’s Traces the Origin of 
the Bicycle. 


John Gilmer Speed in the August Lippin- 


cott discourses on the bicycling era, show- 


ing the growth of this popular sport and 
convenience from aforetime to its present 
unexampled prestige and usefulness. He 
gives these interesting facts concerning 
the earlier appearances of the wheel: 
Archzologists will be interested to know 


that the first record of a bicycle is that of 


a stained-glass window in the church of 
Stoke Pogis, near Windsor, in England. It 
was this churchyard, by the way, that in- 
spired Gray to write his ever-famous elegy. 
The rider of the cycle in the picture on the 
window, which is dated 1642, would be mis- 
taken for Pan with his pipe were it else- 
where than in a Christian church, where 
Pagan deities are not made at home. But 
history is silent as to the use of any stich 
vehicle at that time. One hundred and 
twenty years or so later there was exhibited 
before the French court a manumotive car- 
riage of several hundred pounds’ weight: 
but the bicycle can scarcely have grown 
from that. It was much nearer our own 
time that the first genuine bicycle was in- 
vented. It was quite the fashion to ride 
such a vehicle in England in 1819; the new 
invention was variously called the “‘dandy 
horse,” the “hobby-horse,”’ and the “‘veloci- 
péde.”” There are many allusions to it in the 
records of the day, and in a letter from John 
Keats in February, 1819, to his brother in 
America I find this mention of it: ‘The 
nothing of the day is a maahine called the 
It is a wheel carriage to ride 
cock-horse upon, sitting astride and push- 
ing it along with the toes, a rudder wheel in 
hand. They will go seven miles an hour.” 
How it would have stimulated the poet’s 
imagination if, in the year he wrote that 
epistle, he had been granted a vision of the 
modern bicycle, a thing of grace, swiftness, 
and outdoor delight. Perhaps a really great 
poem of the wheel might have resulted. For 
there is poetry as well as utility in it, and 
anybody with a spark of ideality must feel 
this, except in those moments when the mind 
is taken up with the attempt to escape being 
run down by one of the reckless flyers. 
Think of seven miles an hour and several 
hundred pounds weight set against the fig- 
ures concerning the modern “bike!”’ Verily, 


the world moves and bicycles move with it. ° 


Tt would be dangerous in the light of the 
past to say what the machine of the future 
may evolve into one can hardly believe in an 
improvement proportionate to that of the 
last fifty years, but anyway it furnishes an- 
other reason for wishing to live a hundred 
years or so that one might behold the wheel 
of 2000 A. D. The “nothing of the day”’ of 
1819 has becothe almost an indispensable of 
personal business and pleasure in 1895: it 
must be left to some John Keats of the pres- 
ent to attempt a better prophecy than his 
fellow bard of England eighty odd years 
back, whose gifts were not of the kind to give 
him a hint of the great prospects of the 
*‘velocipede.”

THERE 18 NO TONE OF DISOOURAGE- 
MENT IN THE SITUATION. 


In Spite of Some Unfavorable Develop- 


ments the Outlook Is Full of Promise= 
Clearings Have Fallen Below Last Year 


The Money Markets Exceedingly Easy 
Arrangements Being Made for Money 
with Which to Move Crops=Dull Stock 
Market, 


The local financia) situation is inexpress- 
ibly dull, It was dull at.this time a year ago, 
but it is duller today. The fact that people 
had their minds well made up for steadily in- 
creasing signs of prosperity and industrial 
activity makes the dullness still more notice- 
able. Chicago seems to be behind the EHast- 
ern cities for the moment.Clearings here are 
shoing a falling off compared with last year 
and are far below what they wereafew weeks 
ago In spite of the quietness there is no tone of 
discouragement in the situation. Everyone 
feels confident there are good times coming. 
The industrial revival which came earlier in 
the year originated in the East and did not 
reach us in the full force that was exhib- 
ited there before the natural check of mid- 
summer came. For the present we seem to 
be lying midway between two scenes of 
activity. There is activity in the factories of 
the East and activity in the cornfields of 
the West, and Chicago is not yet getting 
much benefit from either direction. It is 


only a matter of a little patience, however. 


The phenomenal corn crop, which for the 
present seems to be exerting its influence 
rather over our heads and to the benefit of 
the Eastern manufacturers, will in due time 
have its full effect here, and when it comes 
the results must be more pronounced here 
than anywhere else. 

Discouraging developments have rather 
predominated during the week. The ster- 
ling market kept up to the high point which 
has marked it for some time. Further gold 
exports have been made, The United States 
bonds which were sold abroad were deliv- 
ered during the week to the individual sub- 
scribers in London and elsewhere and they 
were immediately offered on the market at 
prices below the New York quotations. This 
leads to the belief that a good many of them 
will return to this side and much of the bene- 
fit of the arrangement for placing half the 
issue of bonds abroad may be lost. The first 
cotton bills of the season appeared in the 
markets here and in New York during the 
week, and it is said that the movement of 
cotton promises to be unusually early. Itis 
to this movement we must look for relief 
from the present unfavorable foreign trade 
balance. 

The money market the world over continues 
exceedingly easy. Among the local banks 
there is already considerable inquiry ‘in ad- 
vance of the Western demands to move the 
crops. Arrangements have been made for 
a good deal of money, which will go out next 
month, and rates are held pretty firm. Rates 
are excecdingly easy in the Kast, however, 
and abroad the vast accumulations of idle 
capital continue the most noticeable feature 
in the financial field. The continued in- 
crease in the private deposits of the Bank of 
England make a significant showing. They 
now stand at over #£41,500,000, against £33,- 
700,000 six months ago. Measured by former 
years the acumulation is even more pro- 
nounced. At the end of July, 1889, for -in- 
stance, the total was £30,720,000 and in July, 
1887, # was about #£27,250,000. The addi- 
tion of nearly £8,000,000 to the private de- 
posits in the last six months is extraordin- 
ary, especially in view of the fact that trade 
is supposed to be expanding and the demand 
for money increasing. 

The week in the local stock market has 
heen uneventful and marked only by its ex- 
treme dullness. Business has fallen as low 


as 2,000 shares a day and fluctuations have 


as a rule been within narrow limits, Calu- 
met Dock developed considerable strength 
and has been comparatively active. The 
company is selling a good deal of land, at 
least as compared with last year, and in- 
vestors who can afford to wait hold exceed- 
ingly strong views regarding the future of 
the stock. The cable stocks have declined. 
West Chicago a week ago touched 132%. It 
closed Saturday three points below that. 
The fluctuations in North Chicago have been 
narrower, but the stock closed about one 
point below the price of a week ago. A sharp 
drive was made in American Strawboard, 
and the price was carried as low as 46%, but 
recovered somewhat. 

There have been no developments of im- 
portance in the elevated railroad situation. 
Junior security holders of the Rapid Transit 
company are working at various reorgani- 
zation plans, but without much show of co- 
operation. In the meantime the first sec- 
tion bondholders are well organized and will 
begin proceedings promptly Oct. 1, unless 
some acceptable reorganization plan is 
brought forward and assent given to it be- 
fore that time. It is given out officially the 
Lake Street company is now earning thein- 
terest on the scaled bonds. There were no 
new developments in Metropolitan during 
the week. Figures on its traffic vary wide- 
ly, according to the source from which they 
come, and none of the statements bears 
any official stamp of authenticity. 

The feature in the wholesale grocery 
trade during the week was the effort on the 
part of the trade to bring about a better con- 
dition in handling sugar, so that it might 
not be sold at a loss, as it often has been. 
Nothing definite has been’ attained, but 
further developments in the line of an 
arrangement with the sugar trust may be- 
come a part of the history of the coming 
week, 

Drugs, chemicals, oils, and hides are rul- 
ing comparatively quiet. Hides are still 
firm at top notch quotations. 

According to the Dry Goods Reporter the 
number of buyers in the market the last 
week was largely increased, and the 
showing in the amount of orders taken was 
good from the fact that the proportion of 
large buyers was unusual. -One important 
house in making comparison said the busi- 
ness done was 50 per cent larger than for the 
corresponding week last year, showing that 
the advice to come to market early has not 
been in vain. The number of new stocks be- 
ing sold continues noticeable, and is a strong 
indication of the growing importance 
among .business-men. As a rule the early 
buyers are selecting better goods and larger 
stocks than for two years past. Just now 
the arrivals are mostly from the far West 
and Southwest, where the crops are already 
assured, The disposition is seen all over 
the West to wait until the crops are as- 
sured whenever possible before buying for 
fall, but the crops being assured, as they 
now are in the Southwest, great confidence 
is shown in the prospect. Further stiffen- 
ing in the prices of staple cottons, prints, 
and ginghames was the leading feature of 
the week. 

Cargoes of piece stuff are arriving so 
sparsely that the prices hold firm. The 
mills in the North are putting out only lim- 
ited quantities at a time. Within three 
weeks short dry piece stuff has advanced 
50 cents. Common inch lumber is ruling 
easy. Hemlock is doing slightly better and 
so is long piece stuff when of desirable 
grade. It is said that an estimate has been 
made on lumber cut this season on Lake 
Superior, and that it was found the cut 
aggregated about 600,000,000 feet and ave- 
raged 12% per cent better than common. 
This is a rather low percentage of good

There was some talk of poor quality in the 

Northwest, but local receivers say that 
some of the spring wheat received here is of 
fancy grade. Local receipts have only been 
a small percentage of the quantity received 
during the same of 1894, and a much 
smaller proportion is of contract grade. The 
Same condition of things has existed at 
other winter wheat markets, which have 
been running up toward seaboard ranges of 
prices. In fact, the primary point reeeipts 
have been so light that the approach ofere- 
ceipts at any winter wheat point 
to anything like the 1894 level has 
been widely advertised by the 

Changes were rung on these bullish figures 
from day to y until at the close of the 
week a summafy showed that while primary 
receipts had been much smaller than during 
the previous week shipments from primary 
markets and seaboard clearances had been 
larger. A basis was formed for expecting a 
visible supply decrease today at the season 
of year when the winter wheat movement 
should be at its high tide and the visible 
supply should be piling up. A year ago the 
visible supply instead of showing a decrease 
showed an increase of 2,250,000 bu. This 
would be less anomalous if with the short 
winter wheat crop the export demand were 
good. It is not surprising that the bulls are 
discouraged after a week of statistical an- 
nouncement favorable to holders to find that 
the price of wheat has declined fractionally 
instead of recovering sharply from the de- 
pression of the previous week. The diffi- 
culty with the market is that there is no 
outside trade and no inclination shown by 
outsiders to do business. There is no vol- 
ume of buying orders to second any effort 
to advance prices by bulli#h professional 
traders. The belief that a bumper crop in 
the Northwest will be harvested seems to 
be universal. People do not pay so much 
attention to what receipts in the Northwest 
are now as to. what they believe these re- 
ceipts will be ina month. In the case of the 
winter wheat damage the trade discounted 
it in the price of wheat long before the 
actual condition of affairs was known from’ 
thrashing returns. It may be that the trade 
has more than discounted any yield the 
Northwest may show. The indifference of 
the foreigners to our offerings of wheat is 
a reason for discouragement to holders. It 
is well enough to argue that foreigners can- 
not afford to be apathetic with the current 
range of prices. The fact remains, however, 
that American wheat forms but a small 
proportion of the fairly liberal shipments 
each week to European markets. Local 
cash markets toned up to some extent late 
in the week, but the transactions are not of 
particular significance. A little direct export 
business was done, but in special varieties 
of wheat. With all the depression here Liv- 
erpool is several cents a bushel out df liné 
with the local market on red winter wheat 
and that is the only grain Chicago has to sell. 

In corn the surprising feature is the easi- 
ness shown in near-by or old crop futures 
in view of the excellent cash demand. The 
inquiry for corn seems to be excellent from 
all quarters. Local and seaboard stocks are 
exhausted, and still there is a good export 
demand and a good demand for local and 
New England consumption. Not only has 
the premium on spot corn as against the Sep- 
tember future been marked up, but corn to 
arrive any time in ten or twenty days is at 
a stiff premium. The prospect for a corn 
crop exceeding anything before in the his- 
tory of the trade may be sufficient excuse for 
selling down May corn, but it looks like 
tempting fate to sell September corn short 
aro 4 40c with the existing demand for cash 
stuff. 

There is nothing new in provisions. They 
are dull on an indifferent cash trade, and 
such considerations as the lighter run of 
hogs do not count, in view of the big local 
stocks. Products have suffered to some ex- 
tent in sympathy with grain and indirectly 
in the apathy shown in speculative produce 


trade.
